The 
division  into  granules  must  be  accurate,  the  solubility  rapid  and  per¬ 
fect,  and  the  keeping  quality  assured  without  gum  or  any  other  ma¬ 
terial  that  will  harden  with  age  and  render  the  granule  worthless. 

3.  To  be  easily  used,  it  must  be  small,  and  those  containing  bitter, 
acrid  principles  should  be  sugar  coated;  then  we  have  a  granule  with 
a  fixed  therapeutic  activity,  and  no  possible  cumulation,  from  which 
the  very  best  results  may  be  required. 

The  Abbott  granules  are  guarateed  to  stand  this  test.  In  fact,  they 
are  simply  drug,  plus  sugar,  plus  a  means  of  union,  plus  a  sugar  coat¬ 
ing.  The  natural  color  of  the  drug  used  is  preserved  except  with 
aconitine  whiqh,  for  greater  security  and  convenience  in  dispensing, . 
is  colored  pink. 

Prepared  in  this  way,  our  granules  are  of  such  purity  that  they  are 
even  suitable  for  hypodermic  use. 

A  word  about  our  sugar  coating  may  not  be  amiss,  as  many  have 
stumbled  at  this  point.  It  is  of  a  style  distinctively  our  own,  being 
particularly  adapted  to  the  granule  work,  and  is  entirely  different 
from  ordinary  sugar  coating.  It  dissolves  quickly  and  perfectly;  its 
use  is  to  protect  the  drug  and  conceal  taste,  and  it  in  no  way  inter¬ 
feres  with  or  retards  therapeutic  activity.

.HOW  TO  APPLY. 


Turn  the  stocking  (don’t  roll  it)  inside  out,  down  to  the  foot.  Draw 
the  foot  on  well  up  over  the  heel;  then  take  hold  of  the  top  of  the  stock¬ 
ing  and  bring  it  up  over  the  leg  as  far  as  it  will  easily  go.  Now  turn 
the  top  down  and,  with  the  thumbs  inside  and  the  fingers  outside  on 
either  side,  coax  the  stocking  gradually  up  into  position.  It  should 
always  be  worn  over  a  thin  stocking.  Elastic  stockings  seem  very 
tight  at  first,  to  those  unaccustomed  to  wearing  them,  but  with  a  little 
patience  they  will  soon  feel  all  right
